Young people 

can look to him as an inspiration, that with 

hard work and determination, you can 

achieve your goals. He will also be an 

inspiration to many officers. His example 

of integrity and service will be a model 

that young officers will strive to attain. 

Veteran officers will be inspired and 

renewed by his attitude. He reminded all 

of us that this job is pretty special. That 

through all of the negatives associated 

with the profession, we do make a 

difference. There are thousands who rely on our help and 

protection each and every day. Officer Barber approached 

each shift in that mind set and that is the challenge for all of 

us. We need to remember the enthusiasm we felt on our 

academy graduation day and try to rekindle that attitude, 

despite the negative forces that stand in our way. By 

approaching our job in this light we will honor not only 

Joselito, but every officer who gave the ultimate sacrifice in 

service to this community. We do make a difference even if it 

is not always acknowledged or recognized. 

It is in tragic times like these, that we are also reminded that 

we are all part of the police family. We are diverse and come 

from many different backgrounds, but when we pin on the 

badge we enter into a unique family. Like most families we 

have our difficulties. We may have our disagreements and 

moments of dysfunction, but the badge we wear binds us in a 

way that other professions do not. Many of the other 

professions do not always understand it and often times 

misinterpret this bond that connects us all. The bond comes 

from shared experiences. Being in situations where you rely 

on your fellow officer strengthens the family experience. 

Being misjudged and misunderstood by 

those who have never worn the badge 

also binds us closer together. Like some 

families we have those members who step 

out of line and a few who violate the 

family trust, but fortunately those 

circumstances are few and far between. 

Like families we don't always verbalize 

to those closest to us what they really 

mean to us, including how they inspire us 

and how they make us look forward to 

coming to work. Rather than eloquent 

words, we will often use humor and 

good-natured kidding or sometimes just a 

slap on the back. The important fact is 

that the feelings are there. Our family ties 

are forever solidified as we stand in 

formation to honor a fellow brother or 

sister officer who is taken from us. We 

look at each other and know that a 

member of the family is gone. We think 

back to many calls and situations where 



we could have easily been taken but yet we were spared. 
We know that tomorrow or next year we may be called 
upon to make the ultimate sacrifice. We know that and yet 
we pin the badge on each and every day. That is what 
makes us special and that is why we need each other and 
we need to recognize that we are all family. 
The month of September will also mark the 5 th 
anniversary of the attack on America. 
I am not an Oliver Stone fan, but I urge everyone to see 
his latest movie, World Trade Center. The story is from 
the police officer's perspective. If you ever want an 
example of what the term "police family" means or what 
"having each other's back" means please go see the 
movie. We must never forget that almost 3,000 people lost 
their lives that day. 343 firefighters and 72 
police officers perished. As thousands ran from 
the buildings, the police and firefighters were 
running into the building. Their heroic actions 
saved scores of people. Many people wonder 
what kind of person would run into a burning 
building to save strangers. I don't wonder that 
because I serve with fellow officers everyday 
who I know would do the same thing. I know 
Officer Joselito Barber would have been the 
first to volunteer. That is why Joselito and all of 
you are called "Seattle's Finest." 
In closing, I'd like to leave with a short poem in 
honor of Officer Barber. May he rest in peace!

Discounted Commissions For Law Enforcement* 
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Officer of the Month

The SPOG Officer of the Month is 
Officer Stephen Clark of the North 
Precinct. Officer Clark was 
nominated by Sergeant Ariel Vela for 
his actions above and beyond the call 
of duty in a missing child case. 

On July 20, 2006, Officer Clark and 
other officers responded to a call of a 
missing 5-year-old at an apartment 
complex that is immediately next to 
Bitter Lake. A check of the residence 
did not locate the child, and the 
officers continued their search 
outside the building. The officers 
located a pair of wet shoes at the 
waterfront on a dock and the mother 
confirmed they were the child's 
shoes. The mother was convinced 
that the child had fallen into the lake 
and was trapped beneath the dock. 
Harbor, SFD dive crews and medics 
were called to respond. 

Officer Clark, an E.M.T., was well 
aware of how the survival rates of 
drowning victims decrease as time 
goes on. Officer Clark asked for 
permission to dive in the lake and 
look for the child. Sergeant Vela 
sums up Officer Clark's actions when 
he wrote in his nomination, "Officer 
Clark removed his gun belt and 
uniform shirt and heroically dove into 
the cold, muddy and murky water." 
Officer Clark searched for several 
minutes, underneath the dock, and 
although he was unable to locate the 
child, he continued to dive and search 
until dive crews arrived. 

All indications were that the child 
had fallen into the lake; however, the 
child was found a short time later 
hiding beneath a pile of clothing 
inside her residence. 

Sergeant Vela summed up his 
nomination saying, "I would like to 
take this opportunity to personally 
commend Officer Clark for his 
outstanding and heroic work at this 
incident. Officer Clark, regardless of 
the potential dangers involved, 
clearly demonstrated his dedication to 
saving lives. There is no doubt in my 
mind that if [the child] would have 
been in the lake, Officer Clark's quick 
thinking and extraordinary actions 
would have had positive results." 

Also nominated this month were: 

• Officers Clayton Powell and 
Marshall Coolidge of the South 
Precinct were nominated by Lt. Pierre 
Davis and Acting Sergeant Wayne 
Johnson for their response to a DV 
assault where a family member was 
assaulting others with a meat cleaver. 
Officer Powell arrived first on the 
scene, contacted and provided aid to 
an injured victim, and then distracted 
the suspect from his continued assault 
while waiting for additional units to 
respond. Officer Coolidge and others 
responded and were able to take the 
suspect into custody. Lt. Davis 
noted, "In reading the case report, 
there is no doubt in my mind that had 
Officers Powell and Coolidge not 



intervened and apprehended the 
subject, several people would have 
been further assaulted or killed. This 
type of police work is something that 
our Department can look to with 
pride and admiration." 

• Officers Dave Marley and 
Don George of the North Precinct 
were nominated by Sergeant Angela 
Gordon for their work on a 
promoting prostitution arrest. 
Officers Marley and George 
contacted a juvenile prostitute on 
Aurora Avenue who gave them 
information regarding who her pimp 
was and that she had been brought to 
Seattle to work. Officers developed 
information and provided it to other 
agencies. The suspect vehicle and 
suspect were located by Tukwila PD 
(at Deja vu) and the suspect was 
arrested. The officers had the 
vehicle impounded and sent to the 
processing room as it was believed to 
contain evidence. The suspect 
denied any criminal involvement, 
and was booked into KCJ. 

• Sergeant Mark Hazard of the 
West Precinct was nominated by 
Officer Sam Cook for his actions and 
leadership at an incident where a 
mentally ill male had climbed a 
crane. SFD responded and asked for 
police protection as they tried to 
figure out how to get this guy back 
down from 300 ft. Sergeant Hazard 
arrived, and although SWAT had 
been called, they were still awhile 
out. Sergeant Hazard recognized the 
importance of getting officers up to 
the subject, and having SWAT 
experience, volunteered to go up and 
asked for volunteers to go with him. 
Officer Cook went up with Sergeant 
Hazard, and once near the suspect, 
Sergeant Hazard recognized the 
subject from previous contacts. The 
suspect recognized Sergeant Hazard 
as well, and it was clear to Officer 
Cook that the subject trusted 
Sergeant Hazard. After a few 
minutes, Sergeant Hazard was able 
to convince this guy to climb down 
as he was completely cooperative. 
Officer Cook noted, "If Mark was 
not the outstanding officer he is, his 
presence there and history with this 
guy could have easily been as 
detrimental as it was helpful. I am 
confident that it was Mark's quality, 
daily policing and positive 
interactions with the suspect that 
ended this very dangerous situation 
quickly and with no injuries or 
casualties." 

Yet another month of extraordinary 
efforts and actions by our officers. 
Many of the voting committee 
members commented that this was a 
difficult month to decide who to vote 
for. Congratulations to Officer Clark 
and all of the other nominees. Stay 
Safe.

I felt, though we knew each 
other for such a brief time, we had so 
much in common and were destined 
to become career friends. Lito was a 
great officer, always quick to back 
you even if he was on the other side 
of Capitol Hill. Just a day before he 
passed, I had emailed him to see if he 
wanted to meet up on our Friday after 
work so I could pick his brain and 
grab a beer. I will miss him 
incredibly.

Joselito was my candidate. He was a 
great guy, and one of the guys that I 
actually would want to work a two- 
man car with. He called me sir even 
when I told him that it wasn't 
required. I made him laugh when I 
told him I was only 4 years older 
than him... Yet he still insisted on 



calling me sir. He always showed up 
to all of his appointments at least a 
half hour ahead of schedule, dressed 
in a suit even when it wasn't 
required. He asked me countless 
questions about becoming a police 
officer and what he needed to do to 
prepare himself for the next step. 

He was one of the most 
enthusiastic candidates that I have 
had in my short time in backgrounds. 
Joselito inspired all of the 
backgrounders. Everyone would go 
up to him to talk and joke around 
with him, since he had such a good 
attitude and was always so 
respectful. I remembered going to 
Home Depot and interviewing his 
colleagues. They spoke so highly of 
him and didn't want to lose him as a 
loss prevention officer. They knew 
they couldn't hold him back and that 
his heart was set on joining SPD. I 
remembered meeting his fiancee 
Amber at Starbucks and talking to 
her about Joselito. I could tell that 
they were very happy together and 
that she supported him fully. She was 
concerned with Joselito becoming a 
police officer but she still whole- 
heartedly supported him. I just went 
back to my notes from my interview 
with her and this statement from his 
fiance stands out the most. I asked 
his fiance about Joselito becoming a 
police officer and if she would 
recommend him she replied, "Yes I 
see it in him. In his personality... I 
know that he 'd be good at it and do a 
good job. I know that he would do 
what needs to be done and stay 
safe." It wasn't much longer until I 
called him after the hiring board. I 
told him that the board decided to 
hire him... he was so excited. He kept 
asking me "Are you serious!" I don't 
think the reality of him becoming a 
police recruit came to him until I told 
him Joselito, I am not kidding and I 
hope you like wearing French blue 
because your in the next academy 
class. Not surprisingly Joselito 
excelled in the academy and when I 
went to his graduation he came up to 
me with a huge smile on his face and 
thanked me for everything that I did. 
I told him he did not have to thank 
me and that he earned the badge that 
he was wearing. I told him that I 
looked forward to working with him 
someday. He laughed and said, 
"That's not going to happen". I guess 
Joselito was right. Officer Joselito 
Barber #6897... GONE BUT NOT 
FORGOTTEN.

I had the honor and privilege of being 
Officer Barber's Tac officer here at 
the academy. Joselito was a top-notch 
recruit; from the first week of the 
academy you could tell that he was 
going to be a good police officer.

His whole class liked and 
respected him. I and my fellow Tac 
officers here will miss him at the 
academy.

Lito was not only my classmate at 
academy, but became a trusted friend.

Lito was one of those students that 
from the time you met him you 
knew was a special person. I first 
met him at a meeting set up by Barb 
Wilson where 1st rotation FTOs met 
their students. It was evident at that 
time that he was unlike any other 
student I'd had. He had a drive that 
showed in his demeanor that he had 
achieved a huge goal in his life, that 
of becoming a cop. He approached 
his job with a very strong desire to 
learn. As any first rotation student, 
he made his share of mistakes, but 
the amazing thing was his ability to 
not repeat them. Any negative 
feedback he received made him 
strive to do better. He was one of 
those students that really made you 
think. 

One call I remember clearly was a 
warrant arrest we made. After 
leaving the house and heading to the 
precinct, Lito made a wrong turn. 
The suspect- no stranger to the 
location of the North Precinct- asked 
if we were going to the precinct or 
straight to KCJ. Lito informed her 
that we were going to the precinct, 
and with that turned into a residential 
area where he proceeded to get lost. 
The prisoner in the back finally 
asked where he was going and he 
told her that he'd gotten turned 
around. Her response was "Just take 
a left at this stop sign, Bud. I'll get 
you to the precinct!" She proceeded 
to provide all necessary directions to 
the precinct. 

It was during his final 2-week 
evaluation phase that I really came to 
know Lito. As it is mainly an 
evaluation phase with little time 
needed for training, we had a lot of 
time to discuss his future. When I 
asked him where he wanted to work, 
he was quick to say that he wanted to 
work 1st East. He explained that his 
fiancee Amber worked in the area, 



and by working that shift, he could 
meet her for lunch after he got off 
work, then head home for a few 
hours sleep before she came home. 
When he spoke of her, he spoke with 
such a strong fondness that it seemed 
pretty certain that he found his 
partner for life. His face would light 
up as he talked about her, explaining 
that she wanted to go on to medical 
school and become a PA. He started 
picking my brain about home buying 
and retirement. At 26, he had so 
much to look forward to, and it 
seemed that he wanted it to be 
planned perfectly. 

I received the call of Lito's accident 
early on Sunday, August 13th from 
another of my students. I could tell 
from the panicked tone in his voice 
that something was wrong. All I 
remember hearing is that "Lito was t- 
boned and didn't make it." 
Everything was a blur after that as I 
rushed to get up to HMC to do 
whatever I could. On arriving, I met 
Amber as well as several members of 
his family. I spoke with his cousin 
Ryan, who, in a moment of levity 
described Lito as being the real life 
version of the TV character Monk. 
He laughed as he told me how, after 
he'd turn off a light switch, Lito 
would go over and push down on the 
switch as well, saying that he just 
wanted to make sure that the light 
wouldn't turn back on. He also 
spoke of how Lito would check the 
sunroof in his car whenever he'd get 
out. He'd stick his finger up against 
the seal to make sure that it was fully 
closed, then push the power roof 
button before doing another physical 
check of the seal. 

The last time I ever saw Lito was on 
June 25th when he and Dale 
Davenport-a classmate of his with 
whom he went through his first and 
last FTO rotations- took our squad 
out to celebrate their completion of 
FTO. My drinks of choice that night 
were Guinness and Bushmill's. I 
don't know that I'll ever consume 
either of these drinks without silently 
toasting Lito's memory. He left the 
North Precinct as one of my former 
students and within 2 months became 
one of my heroes. 

I can't help but think of Lito in 
Heaven following everyone around 
checking to ensure that all light 
switches have been properly turned 
off, then going off to St. Peter's Gate 
making sure it's properly secured so 
that no one can sneak inside.

All of us have heard by now, 
although those many versions of 
what happened on Crandall Street on 
a Saturday afternoon, and how we 
came to lose officers Harry Tiffany 
and Ron Ebeltoft. Some of us even 
know the truth. And a few of us, 
apart from the table-pounders and 
chronic fault- seekers, know that there 
are just some things you can't do 
without suffering - very literally and 
profoundly - casualties, and our job 
is one of them. You can't race cars 
without crashes, you can't dig mines 
without cave-ins, and you sure can't 
send cops out into a street of a 
violent society without violent 
deaths. Tiffany and Ebeltoft knew 
that, and they did it anyway, as we all 
do. Those who knew them well say 
they did the best job they could all 
the time, as we all should do. Some 
of their friends say they did it 
because they loved it, and any of us 
who can't say that should envy them 
for it. At least they died as rare and 
precious people - they died doing 
something they loved to do, and that 
is something we can never explain to 
those outside of our profession. You 
can't be a cop because you didn't get 
some other job; you can only be a 
cop because you want to. And there 
is an answer to why they died, 
something I learned half a world 
away many years ago as a young 
soldier preparing to face an enemy in 
combat for the first time. It was then 
that my Sergeant explained that there 
are only three rules in war. Rule #1: 
young men die. Rule #2: you can't 
change rule 1; and Rule #3: 
somebody's got to walk the point. 
You see when soldiers advance 
knowing the enemy is near, there is 
always one man way out in front of 
everyone else. His duty is to look 
for, and listen for, and sense that first 
contact. To spot the enemy, pinpoint 
the ambush and, as a consequence, 
take those first shots. It offends the 
logical mind, denies the instinct for 
survival, it ages and saddens, wisens 
and sometimes kill those who take 
their turn walking point, but it must 
be done. For there be no protection 
for the rest, and more bloodshed, 
more grief. The point man is there to 
save lives, even if he gives his own in 
the process. Well, society isn't a 
company of soldiers, but it sure has 
someone walking point. Every time 
a cop goes out the station door, every 
time a cop answers a radio call, every 
time a cop stops to check something 
suspicious, and you can't change rule 
#1. If I could say something to the 
people of this city, it would be this: I 
know some of you will remember our 
two brothers, but that's not good 
enough. I want you to honor them 



for what they did for you. They 
certainly didn't have to do it. I'm not 
just talking about what they did on 
Saturday, June 6 th . That was just a 
horrible, routine call that went bad. I 
mean what they did for you day after 
day, in darkness and in light, rain or 
shine, without ever expecting even a 
thank you. Tiffany and Ebeltoft 
volunteered to walk the point. Honor 
them. Remember them. In the quiet 
peace of your home, get down on 
your knees and thank God that they 
volunteered to take your turn at the 
Point.

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Technology

Our staffing took a big hit with the 
July Personnel Order. Since January 
2005, the Department has hired 115 
new officers. On the other side of the 
coin, there have been 84 separations. 
The net staffing change over the last 
19 months stands at +31, or 1.63 new 
officers hired per month. It's looking 
pretty dismal to me. Just as the Chief 
stated in a recent e-mail to all of us, I 
also wonder just how safe are we 
really. 

There are many technological tools 
which we use in our trade. We pretty 
much take them for granted. I can 
attest to the fact that cops did not 
always have them. Let's journey back 
in time to the Dark Ages, my rookie 
years, and look at some advances in 
technology. 

The portable radio was the first big 
advance during my career. When I 
started with SPD, the only radio was 
the one in your patrol car. When you 
stepped out of your patrol car, your 
lifeline was gone, and you were 
totally on your own. When my brother 
and I worked as partners on the first 
3G3, we got into a bit of a brawl with 
multiple suspects one night. 
Fortunately, Dave's neighbor was 
riding with us as an observer, and he 
used the car radio to put out the call 
for help. It would be hard to imagine 
working the streets today without a 
portable radio. 

The next big advance was the Kevlar 
vest. I think it was 1972 when the 
founder of Second Chance invented 
the first Kevlar vest for police 
officers. The guy had to be a little 
crazy because he promoted his 
product around the country by putting 
on one of the vests and shooting 
himself in the chest. . .ouch. It cost 
$90 which was a small fortune back 
then. But the inventor allowed police 
officers to send him three $30 checks 
dated a month apart. I bought one and 
wore it for many years before the 
Department started issuing vests. 
Thousands of police officers' lives 
have been saved because of the 
Kevlar vest. Mine may have been one 
of them. According to an ER doctor, it 
saved me from fracturing my spine in 
a fall while searching for a burglar at 
the Blackstock Lumber Company.

When the first Mobile Data Terminal 
was installed in our patrol cars, I was 
like a kid in a candy store. What a 
boon it was for the street cops to have 
all that information available at our 
finger tips. The terminals have 
improved over the years. 
Unfortunately, Seattle's street cops 
had access to much more information 
with the original MDT's than we do 
now. We had access to more 
information because every bit of data 
from every citation written in Seattle 
went into the Sea-King database. A 
former Chief decided this information 
could not possibly be useful to the 
street cops, and Seattle stopped 
putting that information into the 
database. 

It was 1971 or 1972 when I first saw a 
laser sight. It was a heavy and bulky 
device mounted under the barrel of an 
"American 180", a .22 caliber 
machinegun. This weapon was used 
by some police departments, but it 
was used extensively in U.S. prisons. 
It was during fights in some of those 
prisons where the calming effect of 
the "red dot" was first noticed. Fights 
which could have developed into riots 
were ended without a shot being fired. 
The laser sight became something 
more than its inventors had intended. 
It became a less than lethal force 
alternative. For more than 30 years, 
the "red dot" has de-escalated more 
critical situations for police and 
correctional officers than one could 
count. I cannot explain the "red dot" 
effect in professional medical terms. I 
only know that it is an undeniable 
reality. 

The laser sight is used by some of our 
own officers. All of the Department's 
tasers are equipped with a laser sight. 
Many of our taser officers have had 
"red dot" incidents where a suspect 
has seen the red dot and immediately 
complied. That made it unnecessary 
for the officer to fire the taser. 

Hundreds of law enforcement 
agencies, such as the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff, allow their officers to 
use laser sights on their duty 
weapons. Current Department policy 
forbids Seattle police officers from 
using laser sights on their duty 
weapons. I, for one, would like to see 
that policy changed. 



Towards that end, I am in the process 
of testing and evaluating a laser sight. 
I purchased a set of lasergrips 
manufactured by Crimson Trace 
Corporation. They are replacement 
grips, and the laser sight is totally 
integrated into the grips. I had never 
before fired any weapon with a laser 
sight. So far, I have fired several 
hundred test rounds, and I plan to fire 
several hundred more. I have formed 
several conclusions at this point. 
Laser sights are not a replacement for 
open sights. They are an enhancement 
and could be an alternative sighting 
device in some tactical situations. 
Officers should and must continue to 
be trained and continue to qualify 
using open sights. Based upon my 
experience to date, I do believe the 
laser is a reliable alternative sighting 
device, and I would feel totally 
confident using the laser for sighting 
in some situations. I also believe the 
laser sight is a major enhancement to 
officer safety and public safety. 
Having worked the street for more 
than 35 years, and having survived 
three shooting incidents, I believe I 
can form an educated opinion as to 
what would be advantageous to our 
officers. 

The best argument and biggest 
advantage to having a laser sight on a 
duty weapon is the fact that it is a less 
than lethal force alternative which can 
have the "red dot" effect on a suspect. 
I have read many testimonials from 
officers attesting to this fact, and 
those are a fraction of the "red dot" 
incidents in the United States over the 
last 30+ years. If only one SPD 



officer did not have to use deadly 
force because of the "red dot" effect, 
the use of laser sights would be totally 
validated. Laser sights help bad guys 
make informed decisions. 

This technology is not cheap, and I 
am certain the Department would not 
buy this technology for us. When SPD 
became the next to last law 
enforcement agency in Washington to 
allow its officers the option of 
carrying a semiautomatic pistol, the 
Department required the individual 
officer to buy the weapon and all 
ammunition. As a member of the 
Board of Directors of your Guild, I 
am going to do everything I can to see 
that our officers are given the same 
option in regards to laser sights. 

Be safe out there.

While serving with the Honor Guard, I made four 
trips to the National Police Officers Memorial in Washington D.C, and 
remember the words of Mr. Craig Floyd, Chairman and Executive Director of 
the National Law Enforcement Officer's Memorial Fund, "It is not how these 
officer's died that made them a hero, it is how they lived their lives." In 
learning about Lito, nothing could be more accurate.
